Come down heavy like you was killing hin, 
but slack up just before you getthere. One 
morning early, Jim Wilson and I gotona 
table and broke off the nail whereon Mr. Nor- 
ton always hung his hat. He was a tall man, 
and the nail wasas high as he could reach’ 
When he came we were all in our places, and as 
he looked round and said, ‘‘order,’’ we bent to 
our books with the usualalacrity. Then heap- 
yroached the wall, and with great dignity 
de his hat upon the aceustomed nail. He 
thought he did, but it fell tothe floor, and I 
said ‘‘te-he,’’ and the other boys snickered a 
little. He picked up the beaver and brushed 
it with his red bandana and once more hung 
it upon the nail and down it came again. He 
never wore spectacles except to mend the pens 
or set a copy, and without them it looked like 
the nail was there. As the hat struck the floor 
and rolled around, Jim Wilson said, ‘‘te-he, 
te-he,’’ and I was holding my mouth, butit ex- 
ploded like a squirt gun. The teacher took 
out his spectacle case and put on, bis s pecks.

Teachers and preach- 
ers are the preservers of the public 
morals, takes both to keep the 
world out of jail, and I am on their 
side always and everywhere. Take the teachers 
and preachers out of Cartersville and I would 
move away quick. I feel their good infinence 
over my children. Buta teacher should teach 
something more than books. He should teach 
morality, obedience to parents, honesty, truth 
and kindness. He can inculcate these virtues 
every day without losing any time, and the 
children will never forget it. My objec- 
tion to public free shools is their 
frigidity—their lack of heart. They 
teach nothing but books, and hence it is 
that crime increases at the north in proportion 
to education. Ten bad boys ina public school 
will contaminate a hundred, unless the teacher 
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s it by constant precept. Abouthalf the 
children in the pudlic schools have but little 
mora! training at home. They just y aed up

A Strange Mystery of Howard’s 
Fork, East Tennessee. 


THE GHOST OF A MURDERED MAN 


Returns Regularly, Making Its Apnearance 
the 13th of December of Mach Year 
amd Sereams for Heip.

On the night of December 13, 1879, John 
McWade was murdered near Howard's ford, 
in the Little Tennessee river, in Eastern Ten- 
nessee, writes a correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. For m:ies along the river the 
country is wild and sparsely populated. Fven 
on the brightest day ofthe year it is lonely 
enough, bat on the night in question it was 
doubly dreary. The day was dark and cloudy, 
and toward evening it begn to rain, and when 
night came onthe rain poured down in tor- 
rents. 

A few hundred yards from the ford lived 
an old man and his wife, whom the neighbors 
called Uncle and Auntie Howard, and after 
whom the ford was named. Atabout 8 o'clock 
this night Mr. Howard said he was startled by 
a piercing scream, as if some one was in great 
distress and crying for help. He went to the 
door and listened, but could hear nothing save 
the incessant pouring of the rain and the. sob- 
bing of the winds. ‘I reckon it. ware only 
fancy,’ he said to his wife, as he went back to 
his pipe and his corner by the fireplace, 
it did sound uncommon like a human.’’ 
next morning, when John McWade was found 
at the ford with his head nearly severed from 
his body, the cry for help of the night before 
was explained. 

Little or nothing was known of the mur- 
dered man. Two years before this he had 
purchased a small farm in the mountains, but 
where he came from and what were his ante- 
cedents he didn’t choose to disclose to his 
neighbors. Some said he had a history back 
of him, while others, mostly the mothers of 
the neighborhood, declared he had been 
crossed in love and had come to the mountains 
to forget his sorrow. Of one thing, however, 
they were sure—John McWade was not a 
farmer. Who had everseen him do a day's 
work? And yet, who bad ever known him to 
want for money ? 

At first the simple country folk looked upon 
roung McWade with distrust; but the nuim- 
verless little acts of kindness that he had done 
for them completely won them over, and all 
misgivings were dismissed. But when he was 
found murdered at the ford their suspicions 
asserted themselves again, and all were more 
anxious than ever to penetrate the mystery. 

The nearest they conld come toa clew was 
this: On the night of the murder, and a little 
while after it was committed, a stranger 
stopped at the house of Milton Barnes, who 
lives about five miles from the ford, and who 
was McWade’s nearest neighbor (who lived 
two miles further up the river, in the direction 
the stranger had come), and asked for supper 
and feed for his horse. Barnes afterward re- 
membered that the stranger had 

ASKED A NUMBER OF QUESTIONS 
concerning Me Wade, but he thonght nothing 
of itatthe time. -He furthermore declarec 
that the stranger could not have reached the 
ford before the murder was committed, on ac- 
count of the darkness of the night, the rain, 
and the fearful condition of the road, but 
judging from the time when he left the house 
and the time the murder was committed, he 
must have reached it about 8 o'clock at night. 
All these facts led to the belief that the 
stranger, whoever he was, must have been the 
murderer of John McWade. That the deed 
was not committed for plunder was equally 
evident from the fact that nearly $100, besides 
his handsome gold watch, were found on Me- 
Wade's person the morning after tne murder. 

McWade's house was carefully searched by 
the officers in hopes that something might be 
found which would lead to discoveries; but 
not so. In _ time the affair was almost, if not 
quiet, forgotten. But something was shortly 
to happen that would refresh the memory of 
the people of that neighborhood and invest 
the murdered man with a new interest. 

Now comes the startling point of this story: 
Just one year tothe very hour and day from 
the night of the murder, old Daniel Howard 
said he again heard the same cry for help, 
rather faint at first, but growing stronger rap- 
idly, as if coming nearer the house. All ofa 
but the next instant the 
latch on the door began to rattle, followed by 
a sharp rapping on the window; and, looking 
up. Howard said he saw the murdered Mc- 
Wade peering in at the window. Only the 
head and shoulders were visible, but the 
plainest part of all was the bloody gash across 
the throat. 

Howard recited his experience to the neigh- 
bors, and, while a few were found who inclined 
to the story, most of them said it was only 
fancy. 

The months went by and Howard’s ghost 
story was forgotten. The 15th of December 
came again, and that night at 8 o’clock How- 
ard again heard the ery and saw the murdered 
MeWade. This time his statement was to be 


| , ‘ . 
| corroborated by Kabel Gordon, one of the inen 
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who had Jaughed at the story the vear before. 
[It so happened that Gordon crossed the ford 
this night atabout 8 o’ciock. He had crossed 
it hundreds of times before, and in all hours of 
the night, and had never had any trouble 
with his team; but this nigh ithey were 
shy. and he had hard work to get them down 
tothe ford. Allofasudden a figure clad in 
white rose up at the side of the road, which so 
frightened the horses that they broke into a 
deadrun. Scarcely had they reached the other 
side of the river when, Gordon says, there 
broke upon his ears the most appalling scream 
he ever heard—a mingling, it secmed to him, 
of fear, pain and anger. ‘Then he remembered 
lloward’s story, and he knew that he, too, had 
seen the ghost of the murdered Mc Wade.

In the morning Dawson went to a neighbor’s 
and related the occurrence of the night before. 
When asked how the apparition looked, strange 
to say, he described the appearance exactly of 
the murdered Mc Wade. Thestory of the mur- 
der and the former visits of his ghostship was 
then told Dawson, who declared it was the 
tirst time he had heard obit, and it is believed 
he told the truth. However this may be, true 
it is that nothing could persuadedhim to remain 
in the house longer. Before night he had se- 
eured another house. a mile down the river, 
and moved his family into it. 

The house finally got such a reputation that 
no one would live init. The windows were 
broken, the neighbors declared, by the rapping 
of the ghost, and the doors on their 
hinges. Altogether, it was the dreariest place 
one could find in ayear’s travel. The very 
dogs and the cattle of the fields gave it a wide 
berth, and strangers have it pointed out to 
them as the haunted house.

Thus on the night of December 13—and on 
no other night, strange to say—the spirit of 
the murdered McWade comes back to the 
earth, and will probably continue to do so until 
the foul crime is avenged or it confront the 
murderer before the bar of justice.

Hampton Count, was the high- 
est priced animal ever sold at auction in America, 
the Dwyer Brothers securing her by bidding $29,000 
at P. Lorriliard’s sale in 18386. 

craquets, b. h. foaled 1878, by Imp. Lomington, 
dam Maggie 8. B. by Imp. Ausiralian, is the only 
American horse that ever won the English Derby, 
He isalso the highest priced thoroughbred horse 
ever sold at auction fh America, having been 
knocked down to General W. H. Jackson, (Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,) his present owner, for $20,000 at P. 
Lorrillard’s sale in 1586, 

The richest stake ever run in America was the 
Peyton stake, ran at Nashville in 1843. It was worth 
$41,000 net to the winner. D stance, 4 mile heats. 

Miss Woodford, brown mare, foaled 1880, by Imp. 
Billet, dam Fancy Jane by Nat Robinson, won more 
money than any avima! that ever run on the Amer- 
ivan turf, winning 48 races in 5 years and $118,970 
in stakes and purses. 

Stuyvesant, b. h., foaled 1848, by imp. Glengarry, 
dam imp. Dublin Belle, by Knight of St. Patrick, is

Belle Knight, b.m., foaled 1872, by Knighthood, 
dam Kentucky Belle, by Goodwood, is the only 
mare in the stud in America the first seven foals of 
which were all winners. 

Ten Broeck (dead). b. h., foaled 1872, by imp. 
Phacton, dam Fanny Holton, by Lexington, is the 
only horse that ever lived that had the best record 
at one, two, three and four miles at the same time, 

Tremont, blk h., foaled 1884, by Virgil, dam Ann 
Fief, by Alarm, won more money as a two-year-old 
than any horse in America, winning $40,035. He is 
aiso the only horse that ever won thirteen races as 
a two-year-old without suffering defeat. 

Wanda, ch. m., foaled 1882, by imp, Mortimer, 
dam Minnie Minor, by Lexington, won more money 
as a two-year-old filly than any mare that ever 
pats in America, winning eight races, worth

Ripple, a horse that in 1881 was one of the best 
performers in the Dwyer Brothers’ stables. sold at the 
Woodburn ta'e of yearlings in 1879 for $69, at which | 
sale the great Foxhall only brought $650. 

Leonard Jerome paid $40,000 for the horse Ken- 
tucky, the highest price ever paid for a horse in 
America. 

Hanover won more as a three-year-old than any 
horse on the American turf, winning last year 
twenty races worth $89,827. 

In 188) the stable of the Dwyer Brotherg won 
$208,549.16 in purses and stakes, more money than 
was ever wouinone year by any racing establish- 
mentin America. 

Tie largest thoroughbred breeding establishment 
in America is the Beile Meade stock farm, Sumner 
county, Tenn. It contains over 4,000 acres. 

Isaac Murphy has ridden three ofthe four win- 
ners of the great American Derby run at Washing- 
ton park, Chicago. This record is not approached 
by any otber western jockey. 

Ten Broeck was the only horse which had the 
best recorded time at two or more distances at 
which horses run. 

The greatest sale of thoroughbreds ever held in 
this country wasthatof P. Lorillard in 1886, at which 
twenty-seven head brought $149,050; the highest 
priced animal going for $29,000 and the lowest for 
$500. 

The Kentucky bred horse, Abbottsford (formerly 
Mistake), isthe only horse in the history of the 
world that has won races in America, England and 
Fiance. 

Lexington and Longfellow are the only thorough- 
bred stations that ever stood at $500 in America.

TO THE LAST GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Caustic Review of a Noted Contested Elec- 
tion Case from Houston County by 
a Citizen of Atlanta. 


The interest in a noted election case that oc. 
cupied the attention of thg-house of represent- 
atives of Georgia at the session of 1886 has been 
revived by the publication of @ scathing re- 
view of the case by Mr. J. N. Bateman, of this 
city, who was one of the counsel for the con- 
testant, B. M. Bateman, his father. 

The review is a red-hot one, and handles the 
contestee and the committee on privileges and 
elections without gloves, covering fourteen 
pages of solid matter. It is bound to create a 
stir and evoke criticism. 

Mr. Bateman alleges— 

That frand was practiced in the manage- 
ment of the election at Perry and York— 

That Elbert Fagan, the contestee, was the 
holder of public money unaccounted for, and 
ineligible— 

That the committee on privileges and elec. 
tions stood 9 to 4 in favor of seating the con- 
testant, but, by some mysterious power, 
changed it to favor the contestee, but made no 
written report— 

That the contestee never was a democrat. 

In sustaining his allegations Mr. Bateman 
charges that Mr. Elbert Fagan, in the days of 
reconstruction, was found with the ‘‘rene- 
gades, place hunters and carpet-baggers,’’ and 
elected by them tax collector. Afterwards he 
Claims that Fagan was made county commis- 


in 1884 a member of the general assembly. In 
1886 he was a candidate for re-election, and 
opposed by B. M. Bateman, the contestant. 

fr. J. N. Bateman avers that his father 
never made a single speech during the canvas, 
and took no part in it; that he never left 
home on account of it, and was on the grand 
jury when the election took place. 

Yet, notwithstanding all this, Mr. Bateman 
claims that his father was fairly and honestly 
elscted, but fraudulently and corruptly swin- 
dled out of it. Asanevidence of fraud, Mr. 
Bateman claims thatin Perry only 122 votes 
were returned for his father, while 147 voters 
deposed on oath that they voted for B.N., 
Bateman that day at Perry. One witness tes- 
tified that the indications were that Bateman 
received between 180 and 190 votes. Mr. Bate- 
man alleges that R. N. Holtzclaw. one of the 
managers, numbered the ballots behind the 
ballot box, where his operations could not be 
seen, and placed the ballots in the box. At 
York precinct, while 26 voters testified that 
they cast their ballots for Bateman, only six 
were returned by the election managers as cast 
for him. 

Mr. Bateman chargesthat Mr. Fagan as tax 
collector, collected $500 of liquor tax for which 
he had not accounted, and that he held the 
office of county commissioner and representa- 
tive at the same time, and received his pay for 
both offices. 

STRICTURES ON THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Bateinan in his review, charges that the 
committee on privileges and elections of the 
house had Jthis contested election case under 
consideration for forty days. andin lieu of a 
written report, a verbal statement, ‘‘that they 
had carefully looked into the case and found 
that the sitting member had received a major- 
ity of the legal votes cast.’’ A resolution sus- 
taining the report was adopted by 20 or 24 
yeas, and no dissenting vote. No review of 
the case, or resume of the testimony or expla- 
nation of the reasons for making the report, 
was given, Mr. Bateman states that accord- 
ing to his information the committee meta 
few days before adiournment. and at that 
meeting nine out of thirteen were in favor of 
seating the contestant, Bateman, and adjourn- 
ed with the intention of submitting such a re- 
pert. On the day before the verbal report was 
made the committee met, and by some myste- 
rious legerdemain, the vote stood nine for Fa- 
gan ahd four for Bateman. 

Mr. Bateman is yery severe on the minority, 
of which hé says: 

‘These four men, with the cverwhelming 
and uncontradicted testimony staring them in 
the face, were no doubteonscientious and could 
not give their consent to such a report; but 
they were worthless to honor and justice. 
They were too cowardly to make a minority re- 
port, and openly stand to principles their con- 
sciences led them to maintain; but crouched 
down like slaves and took the lash their 
masters put upon them.” 

ARRAIGNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


Mr. Bateman says: 

Now, these managers ci this election andthe men 
of this committee compose a part of the demo- 
cratic party—a patty who, in the newspapers and 
upon the public rostrums, advocates and speaks for 
a free ballot and an honest count. A party who 
advocates and speaks for equal rights and justice in 
law to all, and special favors and privileges for 
none. A party who speaks in opposition to 
the oppression of the elective franchise, and 
the right for the majority to govern. A 
party who claims to be the wisdom and honor of the 
country. A party who Claims to bave eyes to see the 
wrong and look upon justice. A party who claims 
to have éars to listen to appeals for the right and 
hear the cries of the weak and distressed. And a 
party who claims to have a heart that reaches out 
all over this broad land and feels for suffering hu- 
manity. 

But does this case look Hk? @ free ballot and au 
honest count? Does it look like opposition to the 
suppression of electivs franchise and the right for 
the majority to govern? Does it look like justice, 
wisdom and honor? Does it look like it desires to 
see the wrong and listen io and hear appeals for the 
right? Underits government in the present peni- 
tetiary system, the inmates therein are worked be- 
yond endurance and are treated like brutes; ‘when 
the stars are shining they gototheir work; when 
the stars are shining they return from their work.”’ 
Men and women are not separated in their work 
and apartments, and the results are reg- 
nant women apd illegitimate children. 
With straps dip in oil and dragged in sand, 
these poor unfortunate, helpless hnman beings are 
whipped and cut and gashed, until the blood 
trickies from-their flesh to the soles of their feet; 
and when their clothes are put on them they stick 
to their lacerated flesh and bring with them from 
their bodies stinking scabs when removed there- 
from. Does this look like—my Gan-soee of 
Georgia cry out, and say with candor, and in the 
name of justice and humanity, does this look like a 
heart overflowing and reaching out over the coun- 
try for justice and feeling for the distressed and 
suffering humanity?’ 

HIS DEFINITION OF DEMOCRACY. 

Mr. Bateman in concluding his review says: 

“In the estimation of some this report was right, 
even if they had to indorse the wrong for it; but in 
the estimation of honest and fair minded men it 
will stand against the men of this committee asa 
monument of condemnation and wrong. And if 
there should be no human voice to censure, in a day 
to come it will stand against them, when God and 
the angels will applaud the right and condemn the 
wrong. I was born into democracy, but if fraudu- 
lent cunduct inthe management of elections and 
the depletion of ballot boxes is democracy, if such 
conduct and management are to be rewards by the 
pammoton of those who perpetrate these crimes, to 

onorable tions, is democracy, if to defeat 
justice and suppress the ftruth is democ- 
racy, if to have a_ heart- and feel not 
for the distressed and suffering humanity is democ- 
racy, if to have ears and bear and listen not to the 
honest grievances of those who have fearlessly stood 
by the party when in storm and danger is democra- 
cy, ifthe manner of making this report and the 
final decision of this case is democracy, let me de- 
part aud rest in the shndes of peace until honest 
men, justice and truth, though crushed, shall rise 


above it.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce.

Meeting of the Club in New York 
Last Night. 


HENRY WATTERSON MAKES A SPEECH 


The President's Message the Democrat 
Piatform—(Cleveland Will Lead the 
Party to Victory. 


New Yor«, January 21.—There was a meet- 
ing of the Tariff Reform ciub tonight. Letters 
of regret were read from President Cleveland 
anu Secretary Fairchild. Among the speakers 
were the president of the clab, Anson Phelps 
Stokes, and Henry Watterson. 

Henry Watterson said on the sentiment :— 
‘The platform and the outlook.”’ 

The Hatform isa message—the president's mes- 
sage. The out:ook is most encouraging. Consider- 
ing how the painted hariot of protection is whist- 
ling to keep her courage up as she stalks across the 
graveyard of false vows and broken promises she 
has made mainly to work people, I should call it 
assured. For more than a year my fear has been 
that we might not be able, in advance of our nat- 
ional convention, to close the ranks and movein 
solid column against the enemy, on the distinct 
lines of our own deliberate choosing; and as 1 be- 
lieve that nothing clears the political atmosphere 
like plain speaking right out in meeting, I bave 
given the administration and the country the best 
scope that has afforded in the way of disagree- 
able truth and sincerest candor. It was 
obvious to my mind, unless we could agree in Cone 
gress, we sho ld not agree in conyention. The 
tariff plank in the last national democratic platform 
Was not intended to be straddled, because er 
the platform committee had been adroitly picked in 
the interest of protection, the revenue reformers 
were still strong enough to hold their ground and to 
carry all their points. But it was made to seem to 
straddle. Hence nothing short of a declaration 
which might not bear two constructions would sat- 
isfy the demands of reform in the next national 
magpewern and any one could see that this could not 
ye obtained without a fight and that possibly a 
split. Justin the nick of time, the president came 
to rescue. With the wisdom of an impetuous 
courage aud the craft of common sense deriving its 
strength from its integrity, this brave and honest 
man—thbis puzzle to politicians and contradiction of 
all experience—with a single stroke of his pen, did 
what might for years have baffled the efforts of the 
greatest statesmen and philosophers. By that act 
he has reversed the situation from one of cowardly 
indecision toone of enthusiasm and confidence. 
He has forced the enemy back behind his earth; 
works, and warned stragglers to come into camp. 
(‘pon the lines of that message I would rather be 
beaten than win upon those of a lying substitute, 
But we shall not be beaten. The president's words 
are presages of victory. They remove all obstrio 
tion from our march of progress and reform. They 
lead us ont ofthe busuesand intothe highways. 
An honest democrat may now hold up his head, 
look the world in the face, and call his 
soul his own without a furtive side glance at the re- 
publicans.

A new period of affirmation 
and construction is upon usand ovr vital organs 
are full not of exclamation but of practical busi- 
ness. When we seek to arrest the attention of 
a friend across the street we elevate our voice;

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EARLY FRONTIER JUSTICE. 
Taking a Prisoner’s Bond for His Appear- 
ance to Be Hanged, 

Fort Worth, Tex., Januaryfif.—There has 
always been a good deal of lawlessness on Red 
river in Texas and the Indian territory, as it 
afforded a ready means of escape to the oppo- 
site sidefrom that on which the crime was 
committed, and has been a favorite resort for 


that elass of men who are by nature 
reckless and desperate. The Chickasaw 
country, just north of Montague county, 


has Lad its full share of this class of people 
and the little towns on the river in Montague 
county have been the scene of many desperate 
and bloody deeds. Soon after the establish- 
ment of the town of Burlington, one of its 
citizens was appointed justice of the peace. 
His appointment was made more on account 
of his personal bravery than his familiarity 
with law, as the following account will show: 
One of the cowboys of the neighborhood had 
occasion to cross the river into the territory for 
the purpose of securing some stock that had 
strayed over there from the ranch on the Texas 


side, and had been extending 
his search much beyond what he 
had expected without finding the 


stock, when all at once he came upon a party 
with the strayed cattle in his possession. He 
demanded the cattle, and received in reply a 
shot from the thief, who was a member of a 


gang that were raiding that country. The 
cowboy replied in the same language, and his 
man dropped from his horse as if killed. He 


did not waste time in getting the cattle, but 
at once returned to Burlington, knowing if the 
other members of the gang found him on that 
side of the river they would make short work 
of him, being alone as he was. 

On reaching Burlington he related his expe- 
rience, and the justice of the peace at once as- 
sumed the responsibilities of his office, had 
the constable take the cowboy in charge, and 
summon a jury to try him for killing the man 
in the Indian territory. 

The trial was a very simple affair, as the 
justice announced thatthe cowboy had by his 
own confession said that he had killed the 
man, and asthat was murder, the.only thing 
to do was to find him guilty, which the jury 
did promptly, and the justice prepared to pass 
the sentence of death upon him. 

By this time the cowboy saw that matters 
were getting serious, and he told the court that 
he believed no man could be tied for murder 
without the grand jury having first investigat- 
ed the matter. 

“Yes,” said the justice, “that is so, I reckon, 
as the last term ofthe ‘districk’ court I was 
there and was a member of ppd angen jury,and 

did have cases like that rt F but

The justice said it would not do to send him 
to jail,as Montague county at that time had 
red part and would have to board him in the 
jail of another county, and that was more ex- 
pense than the man supposed to be murdered 
was worth. 

The cowboy said that he had heard that men 
gave bond for their appearance, and it was 
agreed to take the cowboy’s bond for his ap- 
pearance to be hanged. 

But now came the tug of war. The justice 
did not know any more about writing an ap- 
pearance bond than a hog does about heaven. 
Abont this time a stockman rode up, and the 
justice called upon him to write the bond, but 
the ranchero was of the old type, and knew 
aothing about bonds further than giving his 
note when he wanted to borrow money, and 
acknowledged his ignorance of the subject. 

The justice, however, was not to be outdone, 
and as it was a question of expense to the 
county or taking the cowboy’s note, he did not 
hesitate, but Bot pen, ink and paper and then 
and there had fhe stock man write out an or- 
dinary promise to pay, due on the date of ex- 
ecution, with the understanding if the grand 
jury did not — of the case the money 
was to be due and payable if the cowboy did 
not appear to be hanged at the proper time. 

The note was signed by the cowboy, and 
then the justice had the stockman sign it as 
security, and the young murderer (7?) was let 
out on bail. 

A short time afierward it was learned that 
the man that the cowboy was supposed to have 
murdered had recovered, and the grand jury 
of Montague having no jurisdiction in the ter- 
ritory, nothing more came of it. But this was 
the first case tried by the Burlington justice of 
the peace. 
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SEIZING THE CARS

Tradesman has compiled, from reports of the 
American Iron and Steel association, the pro- 
duction of pig iron in the south in 1887, repre- 
senting the following states: Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Afabama and Texas. The total output 
was $29,4°6 tons, an increase of thirty per cent 
in two years, and represents one-eighth of the 
total production of the United States. The 
total number of furnaces in blast January Ist, 
1888, in the states named was, charcoal, 28; 
coke, 50; anthracite 1. The increase of pro- 
duction of 1887 over 1885 has been as follows 
in the states named: Maryland, 116 per cent; 
Virginia, 7 per cent; North Carolina, 103 per 
cent; Georgia, 24 per cent; Alabama, 28 per 
cent: Texas, 137 percent; West Virginia, 19 
per cent; Kentucky, 11 per cent, and Tennes- 
see, 55 per cent. Alabama produced 292,762 
tons in 1887; Tennessee, 250,344; Virginia, 


175,715; West Virginia, 82.511; Kentucky, 
41,907; Georgia, 40,947; Maryland, 37,427; 
Texas, 4,583; North Carolina, 3,640. The

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THE FATAL CAR STOVE 


To be Made Less Dangerous Than He -e- 
tofore. 


WALHALLA, S. C., January 21.—(Special. |— 
Among the many railway inventions which 
have attracted special attention, is what is 
termed an automatic extinguishing car heater, 
invented by Mr. Christian W. Wiecking, Jr., of 
Walhalla, S. C. 

The object of this invention is to auto- 
matically extinguish the fires in the heaters in 
case of an accident, no matter whether the car 
upsets, collidessr becomes detached, thereby 
preventing accident from fire, which fre- 
quently is disastrous in its results. 

To Mr. Wiecking, Jr., belongs the honor of 
having invented the first car heater with an 
extinguisher within itself. A more practical 
invention, perhaps, could not have been in- 
vented at this time. Symplicity characterizes 
this invention in an eminent degree, and it 
will no donbt ere long be universally adopted 
by the railroad conpanies.

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A FALLING OFF IN R&cEIPTS. 
The Grain Trade of Baltimore Greatly De- 
pressed -Cheap Exchange Memberships. 


BALTIMORE, January 21.—It is stated by 
old members of the corn and tlour exchange 
that the grain trade of this port has not been 
so much depressed for twenty years as it is at 
this time. The entire receipts for the week 
ending today were: wheat, 26,244 bushels; 
corn 60,462 bushels; oats, 9,200 bushels, and 
rye, 3,244 bushels. Sales for the same period 
were: wheat, 1,262,002{ bushels; corn, 506,419 
bushels; oats, 110,000 bushels, and rye, 3800 
bushels. Apart from all other causes some 
assert that the decline in receipts is due to 
excessive elevator charges, while others at- 
tribute it toa lack of foreign demand. What- 
ever may be the cause, it fs certain that the 
rain trade has fallen off fearfully, and so 
ittle interest is manifested that membership 
tickets, the par value of which is $2,500, are 
sold down to $110, and there are few seeking 
them at that figure.

St. Louis, January 21.—{Special. }—Advices 
from San Carlos state thaton last Thursday 
an Apache buck went to Tiswin and got ona 
drunk. He was put in the guardhouse, and af- 
ter he had sobered up, begged to have his wife 
and child brought tohim. The request was 
granted. Some time thereafter screams were 
heard inside the guardhouse, which was filled 
with smoke. 

The Indian came to the door with a big 
knife in his hand covered with fresh blood, 
yelled out that he wanted to kill one white 
man and one Indian scout and then he was 
prepared todie.

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RESTING ON THEIR ARMS. 


Waiting for the Spring to Attack Each 
Other. 
Copyright, 1838, by the New York Associated Press, 

Berwix, January 21.-—Since the ~ official 
organ of the German army, the Militar 
Wochenblatt, gave its luminous comparison 
of the strength of the frontier forces of Ger- 
many and Russia, discussion of the situation 
has elicited notihng more definite than the 
semi-oflicial statement in several papers to- 
day that, despite the arrival of additional 
Russian troops on the frontier, the German 
government for the present will not order the 
counter movement necessary to equalize the 
strength of the two forces. his is one of the 
several indications that the government be- 
lieves war has been delayed. The reports 
Patina the war oftice, touching the breaking 
down of the Russian transport service, waste 
of munitions, a defective commissariat and 
starvation and disease in the Russian army, 
enable the announcement to be made that 
Germany maintains a waiting attitude. 

On the Russian side the discovery that it 
would be impossible toopen effectively an early 
campaign has caused the war party to modify 
its tone. The Moscow Gazette yesterday in- 
dicated the Pacific policy of Russia. It de- 
clared that peace was assured unless Russia 
should be provoked by the aggressive acts of 
her neighbors. The Novoe Vremya protests 
thatthe Russian armaments are purely de- 
fensive. The Svet disputés the Wochenblatt’s 
figures, and tries to prove that Germany can 
concentrate a millicn men on the frontier of 
Poland within ten days, while Russia’s huge 
areas of territory and imperfect means of 
transportation render difficult the work of 
mobilization. A postponement of the rupture 
is not in accordance with the strategy of the 
Berlin war office, nor with the wishes of the 
Viennese, but continues due to the irresolution 


of the <Austrian government. Although 
convinced that war is ineyit- 
able, and that it would le 


rreferable for Austria sooner than later, Count 

ainoks persists in waiting Russia’s time. 
Public sentiment in Vienna and at Pesth dis- 
plays irritation. over the position. Hungarian 
papers charge Kalnoky with too great a sub- 
servience to Bismarck, and urge that action be 
taken without waiting foran order from Ber- 
lin. The truth of the position, however, is 
that Bismarck has already fully possessed 
Kalnoky of the fact that a German initiative 
to war is impossible, leaving the Austrian goy- 
ernment free to open hostilities when it deems 
the time ripe. Another version is semi-offi- 
cially issued in Vienna tonight of the Russian 
military attache Zujeff’s recent statement 
that two new divisions of Russian troops had 
arrived at the Galician frontier. 

The first version of this statement, which 
was also semi-otticially given, was distinctly 
menacing. It is nowstated that Zujeff, while 
conversing with Austrian officials, only stated 
that the displacement of divisions would be 
effected gradually in the course of the present 
year. He further expressed the hope that no 
advance would be made, as such a movement 
would be weakening to Russia’s defensive 
position, and would compel her to take larger 
measures. 

This interpretation is obviously issued to 
allay the impatience of the military and 
political circles of Austria-Hungary, where 
Kalnoky%is becoming distrusted and plans are 
maturing to substitute a more energetic 
minister. Count Audrassy will supplant Kal- 
noky ere long, if a poweriul section of active 
politicians succeed in their plans. The Polish 
group, in Vienna, relyon Audrassy to assist 
in the revival of the Polish kingdom, consist- 
ing of Russian and Austrian Poland, under an 
Austian prince. Theexpectancy of the Poles 
radidly increases. Their organsin Cracow and 
and Lemberg, while preaching prudence, 
declare that jthe people of Poland will go solid 
for Austria, if assured of some form of restored 
independence. 

Bishop Dunajenski, of Cracow. who is rec- 
ognized by the Poley as their ecclesastical 
leader, has been entreated to assist in the de- 
velopment of a national movement by making 
a public declaration. But hejresponds, advis- 
ing the greatest reserve until events justily 
the action. 

Since the new anti-socialist project was 
placed before the reichstag opposition has wax- 
ed strong from all parties, except the conserva- 
tive groups. The national liberals seem to be 
tending toward a decision to reject the measure 
unless it is greatly modified. Seventy new 
penalties revolt the national liberals, who 
were prepared to concede a partial prolonga- 
tion of the present law. The national liberal 
press joins that of the progressionists in de- 
manding to know on what principle the 
new law can punish Germans who 
take part in socialistic meetings outside of the 
empire. Another mistake in the bill is the 
banishment proposal, which ig shown to be 
contrary to the constitution. For instance, it 
could not be enforced in Bavaria, where the 
constitution assures the absolute right of all 
subjects to sojourn within the district in which 
they were born. Then the reichstag edict of 
expulsion would only operate in Bavaria un- 
der the special yote ofa majority of two-thirds 
of the Munich parliament. A wantof uni- 
formity in the operation of the banishing clause 
would be fatal to its maintenance. National 
liberal criticism of the project has become so 
bitter that organs of that party assail the gen- 


eral spirit of the measure. It is 
contended that, despite the law, the socialist 
party grows. he government is 


reminded of the failure of all its efforts to 
arrest ah intellectual movement by police 
laws and by a lessening of repressive meas- 
ures is demanded as a wiser policy to control 
socialists. The national liberals blame Min- 
i¢ter Von Puttkamer as being responsible for 
the imprudent features of the measure, and 
may sieze the occasion to try to get him 
replaced by Herr Von Benningsen, or some 
other leader in sympathy with their party. 
The result of the discontent among this 
important government group will be that the 
obnoxious proposals will be abandoned and the 
period of operations of the present law be 
prolonged only two years.

“I don't think,” was Mr. Tanner's remark,

Mr. Tanner is the senior member from the 
first ward, and was writing a justice’s court 
Warrant when approached. 

“And why?’ = was asked. 

— ? Because we are not in position just 
now. ‘The truth of the matter is this: Atlan- 
ta’s city hall should be an elaborate thing,such 
as we are not able just now to build. We need 
a new police headquarters very much, and we 
must haveit. If Mr. Howell wants to use the 
money that way Iam with him; otherwise I 
am not. As I havesaid, we are not ready just 
now to build such a city hall as we need. If I 
have a hand in building the city hall for At- 
lanta I will make it one of the most beautiful 
buildings in the south—just such as the dignity 
of the city requires." 

“Do I favor Mr. Howell's position?” said 
Mr. §Stephens, the — jicom the first 
ward, when questioned, as he touched a tele.

office, in New York. 

“That's it.”’ 

“Well, yes, and well, no, in the same breath. 
lam thdroughly satisfied that Atlanta should 
have a city hall, but can we build it now?

The center 
ofthe city has drawn on the suburbs long 
enough, and I am now in favor of keeping the 
rate up until the people of the suburbs can get 
their share of improvements by the aid of the 
center.”’ 

The senior member from the third ward, 
Mr. E. T. Allen, was at home, happy in the 
enjoyment of his ample fortune. When asked 
what he thought of the scheme, he said : 

‘‘Mr. Howell is eminently right. Atlanta 
needs a new city hall, and we should put ag

Aas to State Prohibition. 


In arecent message to the legislature of 
lowa, the governor of that state makes cer- 
tain admissions which should have no little 
weight in those states which are now trying 
to make the experiment of state prohi- 
bition, by passing laws which are intended 
to control the liquor traffic as a matter of 
state regwation. The governor of Iowa 
recommends that some measure be adopted 
‘‘to quicken the conscience of officials,” 
and remarks ‘‘thatit is a disgrace to the 
state to have its authority so openly defied,’ 
Ile says that there are communities in the 
state in which itis as impossible to convict 
under the liguor laws of the state, as it 
would be if no such laws existed. He men- 
tions the city of Dubuque especially, in this 
connection, and says that in some of the 
more remote counties of the state, public 
sentiment is so strong against the law that 
judges and officials dare not stand against it. 

When it is remembered that the prohibi- 
tion vote of lowa has succeeded in carrying 
the state whenever the issue was made, apd 
that the governor of the state isan avowed 
and prominent prohbbitionist, the reeom- 
mendations which he makes concerning the 
law should be carefully considered by other 
states before they attempt to pursue a simi- 
lar course as that which has been adopted 
by Iowa; likewise it would be well for other 
states to examine into the working of the 
prohibition laws of those states which deal 
with the question as a matter of local regu- 
lation instead of state coutrol, and Georgia 
is one of the first. states which adopted local 
option as the best means by which to regu- 
late the traffic. Other states have followed, 
and in Georgia and Missouri particularly 
has local option proven to be ihe most ef- 
fective plan by which to deal with the ques- 
tion. . Already a number of states are fol- 
lowing the example of these states; cer- 
tainly more than are profiting by the exam- 
ple of Iowa and Maine. - 

We note that the prohibitionists of Tli- 
nois have organized thoroughly, and are 
now considering the outlining of a plan for 
a vigorous campaign. A state convention 
hasbeen called to discuss as tothe best 
method of advancing the cause of temper- 
ance. In Michigan the prohibitionists are 
in a similar state of activity, and so far has 
it gone in that state that the republican 
party is stirred to its very depths, by the 
progress of the movement, which threatens 
to seriously impair its strength. Senator 
Palmer, of that state, has taken an ad- 
vaneed stand, and urges the republican 
party, asa national organization,to come 
_square out for prohibition in its platferm. 
His interest in the matter has created a 
large following in his state, which is now 


solidifying itself, and which promises to 


Do | 
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only afew months ago Michigan voted on 
the question of state prohibition, and .de- 
feated it bya very large majority. Tennes- 
see and Texas also recently voted on the 
question, and in beth of these states, prohi- 
bition, asa matter of state enforcement, 
was overwhelming] y*defeated. 

Now, would it not be well for other states 
to profit by the those states 
Which have adopted laws which, in every 
instance, have proven the most effective 
methed of dealing with the question. Un-

thirds of the counties in the state have 
adopted prohibition, 
public sentiment has sufficiently favored a 
prehibitory law to assist in its enforcement. 

There are other counties in Georgia 
which are overwhelmipgly opposed to pro- 
hibition, and in which such a law would 
prove absolutely ineffective. In these 
counties itis best that public sentiment 
shoukl control the traffic for the best advan- 
tage rather than have it opposed to. laws 
which the people do not want, and which 
they will not enforce. 

Georgia has, indeed, arrived at a happy 
solution of the question, and one which is 
entirely satisfactory to both sides. Con- 
servative prohibitionists would not be wil- 
ling to have such a law passed, with the ex- 
ample of other states which havedone so 
before them. We would advise lowa to 
adopt the Georgia plan, and believe that if 
they Jid its governor could report a more 
satisfactory state of affairs than exist in 
that state under its present law.

Height—The Exceptions Suggestive

Many years ago, M. Quetelet, the Belgium 
Statistician and astronomer, made a series of 
researches on the growth of the human body. 
Buch researches are difficult, because the ma- 
terials for forming accurate estimates are sel- 
dom to be obtained in sufficient quantity or of 
adequate quality. It may be doubted, indeed, 
whether the statistics coliected by M. Quetelet, 
or any which have been collected since, can be 
fegarded as more than first approximations 
toward the solution of the numerous and most 
interesting problems connected with the 
growth and development of human beings. |

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The growth curve obtained by Quetelet for 
menin Belgium is shown in figure No.1. 
The average stature in Belgium is almost ex- 
actly the same asin.

ing respectively 5 feet, 6-38 inches, and 5 
feet, 6-42 inches, or only differing by 1-125th of 
@n inch. The average height in America 
would probably be measurably greater. But 
we need pay little atttention to this point, 
since ou present consideration is rather with 
the method of progression by which the full 
height is obtained, than with the absolute 
height, whether at any given age or in adult 
life. It may probably be taken for granted 
that in relative rate of growth at different ages 
there is nomarked difference between different 
races. So that Quetelet’s object if satisfacto'‘ 
rily ol'tained for the growth of Belgians, would 
be satifactorily obtained for the human dace. 

It will be understood, of course, that the 
ourve obtained by Queltelet is not true for the 
| tee of any individual person. By the 

erest accident some one person might have 
developed in height precisely in accordance 
with this curve; but it could be only an acci- 
dent. Even as an accident it would be 
almost as wonderful us though a_ picture 
intended to represent the —— features of 
a race should be found to be an exact por- 

raiture of an individual member of that race. 
hat Quetelet did was to obtain as many. 
records as he could of the heights of Belgian 
childien, both boys and girls, and then, after 
making a certain proportionate addition for the 
irls, he took the average for each age, just as 
he average is obtained by statisticians, such 
as Quatrefages, for adults. Heseldom had op- 
portunities of tracing the progressive growth 
of one and the same person from infancy to 
adult life,and a single case of this kind is more 
instructive than many examples in which the 
heights for different ages are obtained by av- 
eraging the observed heights for different in- 
dividuals. 

Not only is the growth of no individual ab- 
ey or even approximately uniform, but 

robably the averaged curve for a great num- 

r of persons would be found to present no 


such rapidity as is seen in Quetelet’s curve. . 


My own observation and inquiries (for in such 
a record one must depend a good deal on what 
may be learned from others) tend to show that 


the following relations hold and must be 


taken into account in considering M. Quetelet’s 
rosults: 

1. Every person has a special curve of 
growth, not exactly agrecing either in absolute 
scale or in shape with that of any one else. 

2. The mean curve deduced from the curves 
of a sufticient number of individual persons 
would be found not to have the regular form 
indicated by Quetelet, the convexity of which 
is upward throughout, but to show an inflexjon 
resulting from a retardation of growth between 
nine and thirteen (the precise age varying), 
followed by a short period of growth more 
rapid than at any time after the first four 


3. The curve of growth for boys differs in a 
characteristic way from the curve of growth for 
irls. Both show the intlexion just noticed, 
ut it occurs on the average about two years 
earlier with girls than with boys. This does 
mot, however, cause the inflexion mentioned to 
disappear when both sexes are considered to- 
ther. It only affects the position of the in- 

exion . 

With regard tothe first of these three rela- 
tions, I may remark that I believe every one 
who puts the matter to the testin his own 
family, or by inviting his friends to obtain 
records of the heights of their growing chil- 
dren, will find the law fulfilled. It is surpris- 
ing how characteristic the growth curve for 
@ach individual is, when it is fully indicated in 
all its details. One would not at first be dis- 
posed to believe that so many varieties of 
curves could exist where the limits of varia- 
tion—in shape as distinguished from scale—are 
Boslight. The upper extremity of the curve 
in figure 1 being fixed by the condition that all 
Curves are to be brought tothe same scale in 
that respect, and the lower extremity then 
varying only within yery narrow limits, it 
would be supposed that though the interme- 
diate parts of the curve may present differ- 
ences these could readily be divided into a few 
classes or types. But in reality the number of 
such seems to be indefinitely great. 

Totake some examples from my own family 
(whose growth curves are presented in m 
ems Knowledge for July 10, 1885,) I fin 
in the curve of my eldest daughter four dis- 
tinct inflexions between the ages of 12 and 20: 
the curve for my eldest son presents five in- 
flexions between 6 and 17, and is almost 

: — from 9 to 13; the intlexions and irregu- 
larities in the curve for my second son are still 
more numerous, but differently situated,though 
the great inflexion between { and 17 is com- 
mon to both curves; the curve for my third 
son differs in the most striking way from that 
for both the others, and while still presenting 
the great depression or inflexion this inflexion 
is somewhat differently shaped; and the curve 
for my second daughter, while differing in a 
number of smaller details from that of my 
eles’, presents a similar great inflexion. Other 
oases which I have dealt with I need not cite; 
nor need I give any illustrations of these de- 
tailed differences. Be it noted only that their 
number seems to be legion. 

Tn passing it may be well tonote that the 
heights with which I have dealt were obtained 
in a systematic manner and always in the same 
part of the day. For the height varies some- 
what at different hours of the day, though 
scarcely so much, I think, as is sometimes 

. The heights were of course measured 
after boots, shoes, or slippers, as the case might 
be, had mn removed.

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It will be noticed that whereas the age of 
most retarded growth for the boy is about 15 
and the age of most rapid growth (after the 
first two or three years) is about 16, the corre- 
sponding ages for girls seem to be about 12 
or 13 respectively. The period of retarded 
growth seems to last longer with boys than 
with girls. A more important proportion of 
the total growth seems (on the average) to be 
gained by boys between the ages of 1} and 16 
than by girls between the ages of 12 and 15 


ut, on the contrary, during the time from 
birth to the age of 17, ys, as a rule, 
acquire a smaller portion of their_‘full 
growth than girlsdo between birth and the 
eofi5. Inthe very great majority of cases 
girls add very littleto the height after 15, 
though, of course, there are many exceptions. 
Boys, on the other hand, usually add two or 
three inches to their height after 17. Itis 
noteworthy that when girls grow after 15, such 
growth is nearly always accompanied by cer’ 
tain irregularities, which appearto indicate 
some similar relation in the case of such ab- 
normal or irregular growthas undoubtedly 
exists in the case of the rapid growth always 
observed at about the time of puberty. 

It is desirable that records of family growth 
should be obtained in great number, for ac- 
curate statistical results can only be obtained 
when the number of observations is great. Mr. 
Francis Galton, whose researches on heredity 
have been so interesting and important, 
started a few years ago a series of inquiries 
into the develommenet of children in height, 
weight and strength, at various ages, The 
trouble is that for the materials he required, to 
be of any use, they must be caretaliy sifted, 
and even then they would for the most part 
remain open to considerable doubt. Statistics 
are ‘‘kittle cattle to shoe behind,’’ as the 
Scottish proverb puts it ; and though when 
properly omneret they lead to truth, they 
may very readily lead the opposite way—quite 
apart from that unfair use of them which sug- 

ested the saying that facts and figures may 
made to prove anything. 
FIG 3, 
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This applies particularly to records of weight. 
Galton can hantiy have hoped, when he invited 
the British paterfamilias to send in the statis- 
tics of a family’s growth that in regard to 
weight that wholly but usually unscientific 
character, would take the necessary precau- 
tions. Onecan see how little the average 
father of a family is likely to be carefulin such 
matters, when one observes how careless 
he is in taking the record ef his own 
weight... He will take his weight on one of 
those rather questionable nickle machines 
and remark with a satisfied smile that he 
has increased four or five pounds in weight; 
without noticing that—perhaps— his last weigh- 
ing was taken just before a meal on a warm 
day, when he was lightly clad, whereas the 
new weighing has been taken soon after a 
rather full meal, and when he is warmly dress- 
ed. It does not occur to him to notice that a 
couple of glasses of water add more than a 
pound to the weight, and a full meal three or 
four pounds; while a suit such asa man wears 
onacold day will often weigh four or five 
pounds more (without counting overcoat) than 
the clothing suitable fora warm day. Those 
who are so careless when weighing themselves 
would not send in any very Satisfactory set of 
— about the weight of their growing chil- 
dren. 

(Juetelet obtained some weight records, but 
very little reliance can be placed inthem. He 
concluded from such statistics as he could get 
that a new-born infant was, on an average, 
one-twentieth the weight which is acquired in 
middle life; that during the first year after 
birth the increment of weight is about one- 
tenth of all that is added subsequently and 
that between the 15th and 20th years more 
is added to the weight than in any other five- 
year period during his life. But individual 
instances differ so widely from the average 
that very little reliance can be placed on such 
r sulis. 

That Quetelet’s statistics of weight were in- 
complete and unsatisfactory is shown by the 
fact that he did not detect ie interesting law 
recently r-cognized according to which the 
weight increases slowly (or even diminishes) 
when the height is increasing rapidly, but in- 
creases rapidly when the height remains nearly 
Stationary. The true mean curve of weight, be- 
sides differing markedly from that of height, 
because the age of twenty-one does not usually 
give its maximum, would presenta different 
series of inflexions—a series in fact compliment- 
ary to the intlexions for height. Quetelet fail- 
ed to recognize either characteristic of the two 
growth curves. 

It may be asked in conclusion what uses 
such inquires can serve. I might suggest sey- 
eral. Some indeed, are entirely obvious. But 
the best answer to the question is probably 
such a counter-question as was asked by Ben- 
jamin Franklin: ‘*‘What is the use of a new- 

rn baby?’’ ‘These statistical researches if 
— absolutely new-born are still in their in- 
ancy.

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‘THE SUPREME COURT. 


Decisions Rendered Saturday 
January 21st. 1888. 


REPORTED BY J. H. LUMPKIN, ESQ. 


Hon. L. E. Bleckley, Chief Justice, and 
Hons. M. H. Blandford and T. J. Sim- 
mons, Associate Justices. 


Simmons vs. State. Murder, from Monroe. 
Criminal Law. Evidence, Conspiracy. 
Verdict. (Before Judge Boynton.) 
Simmons, J.—1. Where it appeared that the 

defendant killed the deceased with a pistol, 
firing three shots at him, but it did not appear 
which of the shots caused the death, there was 
no error in refusing to admit evidence that, sub- 
sequently to the firing of the first shotga person 
who was present in company with the de- 
ceased at the time of the difficulty and during 
its progress struck the defendant with a stick, 
or that another person who was likewise so 
present fired a pistol at the defendant, this 
evidence being offered solely for the pur- 
pose of showing a conspiracy between the 
deceased and these persons to take the life of 
the defendant, or to commita felony upon 
him, and no other evidence having pre- 
viously been introduced to show the existence 
of such a conspiracy. These acts alone may 
have been lawful for the purpose of prevent- 
ing a murder, and did not, of themselves, es- 
tablish a conspiracy. Had an offer been made 
to prove these facts as part of the res gestie, 
they would doubtless have been admitted. 

2. Although there may have been bad “erm | 
between the defendant and the deceased, anc 
mutual threats may have been made by each 
against the other, yet where it appeared that, 
at the time of the killing, the deceased was 
standing on the opposite side of the room six- 
teen by eighteen feet in size, with twenty- 
five or thirty people therein, having his hands 
in his pockets and with his nung sitting on the 
floor and leaning against his side; that he was 
making no movement, gesture or threats 
against the defendant; and that the latter, 
without any provocation at the time, deliber- 
ately drew his pistol and shot deceased, a ver- 
dict of guilty of murder was demanded by the 
evidence. 

3. There was no errorin refusing to charge 
that, “‘if the deceased and others conspired or 
had an understanding that a quarrel should be 
raised for the purpose of eitheg killing or in- 
juring the defendant, and they were on the eve 
of so doing, and the defendant had reasonable 
fears for so believing or fearing, he had a right 
to kill the deceased.’’ It is only where one 
manifestly intends or endeavors, by violence or 
surprise, tocommita felony on the person, 
property or habitation of another, that the lat- 
ter will be justified in killing him in_ selfde- 
fence; and this does not justify the ome of 
another by one who believes or has grounds to 
fear that he will be injured, without regard to 
the extent of the injury. Nor was there any 
evidence of a conspiracy which would have au- 
thorized this charge. 

4. Where the presiding judge, in his general 
charge, substantially gave a charge requested, 
the failure to give the request itsglf will not 
cause a new trial. 

Judgment affirmed.

“Russell J. Brown vs. Berry T. Digby, execu- 
tor on the estate of Joseph Penn, deceased. 

‘‘The defendant is hereby notified and re- 
quired, [personally or by attorney, to be and 
appear atthe next superior court to be held in 
and for saidcounty on the fourth Monday in 
April next, then and there to answer the plain- 
tiff’s demand in an action of debt on two 
promissory notes, a copy of which is hereunto 
annexed, as in default thereof, the court will 
proceed as to justice shall appertain. 


Carter vs. Penn et al. 


‘‘Witness the Honorable —— Robinson. one | 


ofthe judges of the superior courts of said state, 
this December 31, 1869.’’ 

Held that while this declaration is crudely 
drawn, there would seem to be enough to 
authorize a judgment to be entered upon it. 
At least there was enough to amend by; and 
an amendment in the form prescribed by 
the code for suits on promissory notes, cured 
whatever defects there might have been in 
the original declaration. 

(a) While there is no order of the court in 
the record, yet where it appears that it was

2. A waiver entered on the back of a declar- 
ation in these words, ‘‘I acknowledge due and 
legal service and waive copy, process, &c.,”’ 
signed by the defendant, was sufficient to 
Waive process; and a judgment entered there- 
on was not void, because no process was at- 
tached to the declaration or the amendment. 
20 Ga. 225. 

3. The declaration and the amendment be- 
ing sufficient to authorize a judgment, and 
there being a legal waiver of process, a judg- 
ment, though entered against the executor in- 
stead of de bonis testatoris, was sutfticient to 
prevent the statute of limitations -from run- 
ning against the debt of the testator, and an 
amendment of the judgment so as to make it 
read de bonis testatoris instead cf de bonis pro- 
priis, made it a valid judg: © t against the ess 
tate of the testator. 

4. Judgments obtained against an adminis- 
trator or executor after the death of the intes-— 
tate or testator rank no higher than the de- 
mands on which they are founded. Therefore, 
where two judgments were obtained against 
an executor upon promissory notes given by 
him in his lifetime, one would not take prece- 
dence of the other by reason of being first ob- 
tained, but they would share pro ratain the 
distribution of a fund raised from the sale un- 
der execution of lands belonging to the estate 
of the testator. Code, §2535, sub-sec. 7; 5 Ga. 
274.

THE NORTH GEORGIA CONFERENCE 


Makes an Exhaustive Delivery on the Ques- 
tion of Prohibition. 


The country 1s to be congratulated upon the 
recent decision of the supreme court of the United 
States touching the right of the state governments 
to prohibit the sale of intoxieating lijuvors. Here- 
tofore, as all informed people know, the supreme 
court has asserted the principle underlying its re- 
cent deliverance upon the subject, but the recent 
decision, affirming the right of the state to abolish 
the ly;uer traff.c, without liability for damages, just 
as it may abate any other nuisance or hurtful trade, 
takes away the last ves'ize of defense of the traffic, 
on the ground of so-cailed inalienable or constitu- 
tional rights. This last decision makes the posit 0a 
of the prehibitionists as strong as the supreme law, 
interpreted by our highest court, can make it. Here- 
after, those who know the law, 
unless they intend to deceive the peo- 
ple, will not assert that prohibition violates 
any sort of natural or other rights, recognized by 
the constitution and in harmony with the genius of 
our institutions. -Certainly no lawyer, who respects 
himself, or his profession, will, in the face of the de- 
cision of the supreme court, bereafter argue the na- 
tional and constitutional rights of the liquor trafiic. 

The supreme court needs no backing from prohi- 
bitionists, yet itisa happy circumstance that its 
late decision commends itself to the common sense 
of laymen as wellas to the judicia) opiniéns of men 
learned in the law. Men donot need the permis- 
sion of government to pursue the ordinary avoca- 
tions of life. The carpenter, the blacksmith, the 
farmer—these do not need ‘ license’ to work: it is 
not a legal, it is ai national right; 
is inalienable because God gave it. But, 
in our own, as in every civilized country, the dealer 
in intoxicants must first secure permission of the 
government before he can sell; the license the law 
vives differences this from natural rights; it is artifi- 
cial; itis the gitt mot of natural but of human law. 
The decision of the supreme court amounts fo this: 
society has a divine right to protect itselfand what- 
ever it may give, that it may withhold,or withdraw. 

Ina report on temperance and prohibition, itis 
relevant to allude to the evils of drunkenness and 
the perils of the drink habits, for thes> evilstand 
these perils make prohibition necessary. The liquor 
people and their defenders are wont to sneer at the 
arguments of prohibitionists as the ravings ot fanat- 
icism, and unfortunately, some who favor prohibi- 
tion, shrink under the accusation. Let them take 
courage; they. are are in good company and, as 
to the opinions they hold as to the evils of drunk- 
enness, they are in a very large majority. 

At this place itis well enough to introduce the 
verdicts of some who cannot be put aside as fanatics. 
Such quotations might easily fill a large volume; at- 
tention is now asked to only a few. 

The London Timessays: ‘The use ofstrong drink 
produces more idleness, crime, want and misery than 
all other causes put together.””’ Governor Dix, of 
New York, vetoing a local option bill, takes occasion 
tosay: “intemperance isthe undoubted cause of 
four-tifths of the pauperism, crime and domestic 
misery of the state.”’ 

With Governor Dix agree all judges, magistrates, 
keepers of piisons, directors of hos;itals, superin- 
tendents of asylums for the insane, and all others 
who have to do with the crimes and the miserles of 
men, Charles Buxton, member of the British parlia- 
ment, and a noted English brewer, says: “‘If we add 
together all the miseries generated by war, famine, 
and pestilence—the three great scourages of man- 
kind—they do not exceed those that spring from 
this calamity.’’ Mr. Bruce, home secretary under 
the Gladstone ministry, says: ‘‘Intemperance is not 
only a great evil, but the greatest ofall evils with 
which the social reformer has to contend.”’ 

Every man who knows past history and his own 
times understands that these statements are but 
feeble expressions of the truth of things as to this 
horrible evil. Our danger is in our familiarity with 
the appalling facts of the case; we say these things 
are all true, and goon as our fathers did,in a sort 
of dumb despair. Such statements do not startle us 
because we knew them before we heard them; we 
have all said these things to ourselves. Of the men- 
tal and moral habits that make it possible for some 
men to be stupidly calmfin the knowledge of such 
things, Coleridge says jnone place, very aptly: 
‘Truths, of all others the most awful and interest- 
ing, are too often considered so true that they lose 
ail the power of truth, and lie bed-ridden in the dor- 
mitoryof the soul, sid2 by side with the most de- 
spised and exploded errors.”’ 

In dealing with the saloon—and in this discussion 
the word is now used os representing the entire 
traftic in intoxicants—the thing most to be 
feared is—the _—€ do not fear it. They 
are used to it. Assoldiersin war look on wounds 
and death till they grow hard of heart, so the peo- 

le haye become so familiar with the plague of 

runkenness that it has become commonplace. 
They do not feel what they see, or truly understand 
what they know—that it ruins all it touches, 

The evils of drunkenness; furnish the argument 
for the necessity of “ee for tworeason that 
cannot be gainsaid. First, allowing that some 
diinking begins and goes on independently of the 
saloon,it is yet substantially true that thed:ink habits 
that issue in drunkenness originate in the saloon 
and are fostered by it. Secondly, long experience 
demonstrates that these evils caunot be prevented 
while the saloon exists. 

It is an old story; as far back as 1636 Plymouth 
colony, recognizing the relation between drinking 
places and drinking habits, from an instinct of seif- 
preservation, enacted a feeble sort of statute seeking 
to regulate and restrict the trade in intoxicants. For 
251 years. society in a hesitating and irresolute sort 
of way, has gone on enacting regulative and re- 
strictive statutes; every one of which is bottomed 
upon the recoguized evils that flow forth from the 
liquor traffic. It is enough—this 251 years of effort 
to protect society by statutes that protect the liquor 
traffic rather than the people. Such efforts are vain 
and worse, for license gives the sanction vt govern- 
ment to a traflic that Christian conscience condemns 
as essentialy evil, and so, by the force of custom, 
made possible by statute law and growing out of it, 
educates the people to call “Evil good and good 
evil.’”’ Kew worse calamities can come upon a peo- 
ple than to use statute law in such way as to forget 
or despise divine law. Yet itis just this calamity 
the people have brought upon themselves; they 
have, by giving through license laws, the sanction 
ot government to what they know to be evil, con- 
founded theirsense of right and wrong. But this they 
have done with a sort of protest of conscience; they 
have plead with themselves, as condonement for 
deliberate wrong-doing, that their license laws 
were regulative, restrictive, p-eventive and in 
themselves tended to protect society azainst an evil 
that society itself made legal. To such logic have 
wecome! Aschildren, half in play and half in 
earnest, and not afraid in their ignorance, migh) 
gravely pile up little sand-hears, imagined to be 
dykes against a swelling and angry sea! 

It is doubtless the purpose of this conference in 
ordering a report on temperance and prohibition, 
not simply to declare its own position (that it has 
done before this time), but todo something toward 
ima right opition and sentiment among the 
people. 

Wiat. then, does the saloon cost us? We beginon 
the lowest plane—that of money values. Thelowest 
reputable estimate of the direct drink bill of 
the people of this country is $600,000,000 
per annum; counting what goes for im- 
ported as Well as American intoxicants, the highest 
estimate—and it is made with good reason—is $y00,- 
0vu0,000. This is not all, or most. The bill for “‘con- 
s quential damages’ must come in, and it more than 
doubles the figures already named. What is lost to 
drunkards and drinkers in earning capacity; what 
society has to pay for inadequate protection against 
crimes that originate in drink and drunkenness; what 
it coststo support the multitudes made helpless 
through waste and disease, issuing from the drink- 
habits of the people; what is lost to legitimate busi- 
ness—all this added together, as the highest authori- 
ties show, costs the American people nearly $2,000, - 
000,000 year by year. Such figures make us dizzy— 
as those that tell the distances of the fixed stars. 

All this is wasted and worse. It is idle toanswer; 
the makers and the dealers get it and it re- 
mains in the country. Who are these 
men that reap sO vast a harvest 
out of the homes of the people—impoverishing mil- 
lions that they may grow rich? Ali told, there are 
less than 600,000 men engaged in the liquor traffic; 
less than one to every one hundred of the whole 
population. Andto these the whole ple pay 
this tribute of nearly $2.000,000,000—a larger sum 
than any barbaric conqueior ever wrested from ray- 
ished and desolated Rome. As well say. 
because swindling lottery gamblers grow rich. 
the moncy of their yictims is not wasted. What 

oes for naught is wasted, no matter where it goes. 

here is no offset against this trdemendous bill of 
costs; there is nothing to show for it; for intoxica- 
cants meither create energy nor add to it; they do 
not increase skill; they are not productive; they are 
destructive. 

This bankrupting tax is levied on the whole pe>- 

le—not the drinking people alone. For what gues 

this hurtfal and wasting traffic isso much taken 
from useful business; the dollar spent for drink is a 
dollar less for food, for clothes, for homes, for edu- 
cation. This tax is paid to death—not to life. 

Weak men who do not know, shrewd men who 
care Only for their own gains, talk of “hurting busi- 
ness’ if we close the saloons. The statement is 
false; the liquor traffic is not business. 

“What is ‘-business?’’ It is the sum to’a! of a whole 
pores useful industries and legitimate exchanges.

of al! labor is wasted for drink and lost by its issues, 
Nine bundred millions for drink and more for dam- 
ages; these are notSieaksa in a dam—they are crev- 
asses. When the Mississippi is at high flow inunda- 
tions follow. 

Not every wrong that pinches laboris due to the 
saloon; iabor has a just comp!aint against exacting 
and oppressive wouopolies. But if labor were fee 
from the death tax paid to the saloons, every other 
wrong could be remedied or borne. If what wage- 
earners waste in saloons were used to buy useful 
things, hard times would cease, business would 
have in it such life, health end equilibrium that not 
even the desperate gambie:s of Wall street could 
— a panic. 

Vhat does the saloon cost the county In politics 
and government determined by polities? Thisis a 
largetheme; it can only betouched upon here. Tostate 
tuliy the power ofthe saloons in politics requires a 
knowledged of the evil thing andits ways that no 
honest man can have. Tre saloons know their 

owerand tse it to the utmost that opportonity al- 
ows. Some yearsago a barkeeperin Richmond, 
Virginia, heard some talk of a reform movement in 
municipal politics. By instinct ot selé preservation, 
the saloon springs to arms at the mere thought of 
reform and the Richmond saloonist laughed to scorn 
the fears of the more timid ana affirmed "nshaken 
faith in his god: “Any barroom in RB chmond 
is a bigger man in politics than all the churches 
put together.”’ A leading southern senator, who Is 
nof a prohibitionist, and who voted against the in- 
solent demands ofthe whisky ring, said to mein 
the senate gallery in Washington city, three winters 

**Men talk of the power ot banks, of railroads 

and of other corporations in congressional lobbies; 
Itell you the hardest thing to stand up against 
here is the liquor ring.’’ 

_ Seeing what the liguor power has accomplished 
in national, state and municipal iegisia- 
tionand administration; how it challenges the 
respectful attention. and inspires the. complaisant 
fears of the grent parties and has always done it; 
how it manipulates municipal governm¢ nt, whether 
in the great cities or smail villages; how it packs 
legislatures, town councils and juries: how it sub- 
sidizes what newspapers it wants, (or, when it can- 
not hire, sets up its own); how desperately bard it 
resists, fighting for its owm with sitanic skill and 
audacity, that in a good cause would be magnificent, 
and how often and completely it wins—there seems 
to be reason in the senator's conclusion as well as 
truth in the barkeeper's assertion. To sum ft up in 
& word—the saloon controls the marketable 
balance of power in politics, And _ there 
would rise up in the great, trne hearts 
of the oppressed people a holy and 
quencbless tire of consuming indignation. ifonly” 
once they :eally knew the evil: nd pitiless ; o verthat 
wresses its iron hand hard against thetr throat. 
Jealing with the best libert’es of the people, the sa- 
loon is as remorseless as the east Indian thug. 

Theinfluence of the liquor power in politics 
should not surprise us. Itis rich; it fights fora 
great stake and its vote is solid. Its gains are so 
enormous that it can afford to spend vast sums for 
the votes und favors it needs. Its vote, compe!l- 
ing gold is used by shrewd men, ripe in evil wis- 
dom; they are uns<rupulous and hesitate at nothing 
they dare—proud in conscious power and 
relying upon the depravity of human 
nature, they will dare most things. As long 
as men are weak or wicked the liquor traffic en- 
dured will buy or compei what it wants. 

Our tyrant has every opportunity; the universal 
diffusion of the saloon securesan active, interested 
and potent al'y in every precinct. Elective affinities 
bring tothe saloon, and within the circle of its 
desp»tic power the very men it wants—the men wl o 
cast their ballots with the least intelligence, the 
least conscience, and for the lowest price. A pauper 
drunkard, who can stand up long enough to deposit 
his ballot, counts as much as the tishop cr the chief 
justice. This statement does not revile our 
American a of the universal suffrage, but 
it does show how necessary it is to guard 
with ceaseless vigilance and unflinching courage, 
80 greata power from perversions so easily accoim- 
plished and from results so utterly destruc t:ve of all 
that is good in our institutions. 

It is only custom that makes the existence of the 
saloon possible in a free country. If from the beyvin- 
ning our nation had been free from the liquor trafl'c's 
power in politics, and it should come down upon us 
in a day, it would convulse the peop’e with ind g- 
nant and expulsive energy. Every country neigi- 
borhood would rise in wrath against the mortal foe 
of good government. A millon foreign soldiers, 
landing at Fortrcs; Monroe and marching on the 
capitol would not shock orstir the pecp'e more pro- 
foundly. If done for the first time, no community, 
great or small, would recognize or su'- 
mit to any election for any oftice, 
or upon any question, conducted under the 
auspices, and determined by the power ofthe sa- 
loon. But we do submit to such things—submit 
without a word or consciousness of our bondage. 

It carmot be necessary to dwell upon the rela- 
tions of the liquor tratlic to the morals of the people. 
As well repeat the multiplication table asto argue 
here that the saloon fosters every vice and wars up- 
on every virtue of which human nature is capable. 
The yilest vender of intoxicants knows this, and 
when he speaks truly he does not deny it. The sa- 
loon recoguizes its evil nature; it never pleads any 
good it does as a reason for its existence; it has ab 
solutely but one motive—mioney getting. It lives 
upon the vices and weakness of men, and makes 
men weak and bad that it may extend its track and 
increase its gains. 

Its greed is insatiable asthe grave. It adulterates 
the poison it sells with drugs yet more deadly, and 
makes the thirst of its victims a mere animal rage 
that overturns the reason, sears the conscience and 
paralyzes the will. 

What is universally true of the liquor traffic in its 
relations to public and private virtue, becomes more 
alarming on account of certain peculiar conditions 
in our national life atthe presenttime. lt is not 
too much to say that we Jive in atime when oppor- 
tunity is only equaled by the perils that come with 
it. The country is growing rich and populous as no 
country ever grew before. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of foreigners come every year to our sh6res, 
among them some of the excellent of the earth, and 
they are welcome; but there are many other thou- 
sands who bring to America ouly evil. They gre re- 
inforcements to the evils that already curse us,and by 
instinct. join forces with the saloon as soon as they 
pass the doors of Castle Garden. In the north and 
west the worst element In this foreign life gives to 
the saloon a large increment ofevil influence. In 
this evil element of foreign life are the germs of an- 
archy and all the disorders that grow out of atheism. 

In the southern states are more than six millions 
of negroes; most of them are very ignorantand very 
poor. Fromthe time of their emancipation the 
saloon has sought to foster in them drinking habits, 
Its success has been as great as it has been easy, and 
today in the south the saloon finds steady customers 
in the ignorant of this unhappy race. In their deep 
poverty they buy the cheapest, and therefore ic 
worst liquors, aud reap, with short delay, eli the 
evils of drunkenness. 

Here the exception illustrates, if it does not prove 
the rule. Inthe recent election in Fulton county 
every precinct, save one. voted with the saloon. 
The press reporter felt called upon to explain to the 
county why South Bend district alone voted to 
close the barrooms. In this district, he sid, is ‘‘lo- 
cated Clark university, a college for colored people, 
and they voted for prohibition.’’ As a rule every- 
where the uneducated yotée is anti-prohibition. 
Judgethe power of the saloon in soif&hern politics, 
imperriled by so great and ignorant a colored vote, 
made stronger for evil by the shameful illiteracy of 
tens of thousands of white men. 

What are weto do? There is but one answer: n 
all right ways we must fight tie 
liquor power wherever and whenever we 
find it. The end we seek is deliverance 
from the curse of drunkenness, as not only belpful, 
but indispensible to this end, we purpose the pro- 
hibition of the sale of intoxicating liquors. This 
cannot be doneinaday,or by the short-lived en- 
thusiasm of a hot campaign. Our enemy is old and 
he is strong; his dethronement will not be an easy 
task. Itmaytakea long time. We must use all 
the resources we bow command and dilligently 
gather more for future contests, ; 
Pople 
WO must teach not o: ly the i hto* prohibition an 
the iniquity of the liquur «asic; we must also teach 
the evils of drunkenness—not merely the 
infirmity and the disease of if, but the sin ofit. 
And we must teach them the peril of the drink 
habit itself. We must teach our people not only the 
waste of drunkenness, but the spiritual death that 
follows it, nor must we forget to show to those who 
are in the coils of this deadly sin that only the grace 
of God gives assurance of deliverance, and we must 
show them that the gospel of Jesus Christ can save 
unto the uttermost—can save even the victims of 
drunkenness. 

We must use all opportunities and agencies that 
in themselves are i ht. In the pulpit and on the 

latform; in vclume and pamphiet and newspaper; 
in the day school and in the Surday school; above 
all, in the family, we must teach the truth in all 
that belongs to the subject. 

Your committee, in behalf of the conference, de- 
sire, at this place, to assert the right :ni duty of 
every patriot, of every Christian man, woman and 
child, y all right methods, to seek the suppression 
of the liquor traffic. 

We gratefully recognize the work of our noble 
women in what has already been done in the work 
of prohibition through their insti uentality. We 
bid tlem God-speed, wills to trust their cood 
sense and modesty to guard them against methods 
unbecoming to them and harmful to the cause, and 
against the impolicy of entanglement with other 
and extraneous issues. 

Your committee must emphasize the right of 
Christian ministers to take an active part in the pro- 
hibition movement of our times. We believe that 
they will thus do God’s work in the saving of souls, 
We have heard the imprecations of unkindly men; 
they do not troubleus. We may trust our preachers 
to know their own business better than toe saloon 
men and to be quite as much concerned in pre- 
serving their ministcrial honor. Our preachers are 
not intermeddlers when they seek to accomplish 
prohibition. They are not politicians in any sense 
that carries odivtn with the term when they seek to 
persuade the people to vote for prohibition. 

We can make no peace with the saloon; nay, we 
can make no terms with it.

SEVERAL REWARDS FOR MURDERERS- 


Items Picked Up in the Various Offices at 
the Custom House— Business 
Before the Courts, Etc. 


GovERNOR GORDON went down to his Tay- 
lor county plantation yesterday morning. He 
will return to the city Monday morning. 

THF FOLLOWING RESIGNATIONS have been 
received at the executive department and ac- 
cepted by the governor: W. H. Dent, 
treasurer of Crawford county; A. J. Majors, 
justice of the peace of the 1197 district of Quit- 
man county; to take effect the Ist day of 
February. 

A COMMISSION WAS issued by the governor 
to John Avery notary pubic and ex-officio 
justice of the peace for the 742d district of 
Coweta county. 

THE GOVERNOR ISSUED two orders—one ap- 
pointing Judge Samuel Lumpkin,of the North- 
ern circuit, to preside on the supreme bench in 
the case of George 8S. Obear, trustee, vs. A. 
G. Little and other cases which come up from 
the Macon circuit. Judge Lumpkin will take 
the prace of Associate Justice T. J. Simmons, 
who has been disqualified in these cases, and 
will take his seat on Monday; the other grant- 
ing a pardon to Susannah Gilmer, a young 
negro girl convicted of infanticide and con- 
fined in the county convict camp. The grand 
jury of Fulton county, in their ‘special pre- 
sentment, made the 7th of this month, recom- 
mended executive clemency in this case, on 
the ground that the girl presumably acted 
upon the influence of another. 

THE GOVERNOR OFFERED rewards for the 
following fugitives from justice; A.J. Gains, 
charged with the murder of William Hood in 
the county of Monroe, on the {th of October, 
1887. Reward $125 for his delivery to the 
sheriff of Monroe. Austin Wright, charged 
with the murder of John Wright, in the 
county of Gilmer, on the 20th of Decgmber 
last. Reward $100 for his delivery to the 
sheriff of Gilmer. W. A. Riley, charged with 
the murder of N. W. Henry, in the county of 
Brooks, in December, 1887. Reward, $125 for 
his delivery to the sheriff of Brooks, Joe Frisby 
and Jim Wiley, indicted for murder in Bartow 
county, who broke jail. Reward, $125*each, 
for their delivery to the sheriff of Bartow.

|A HOME FOR THE POOR 


Court Asked to Appoint Receiver 
for the Benevolont Home. 


A NOBLE CHARITY PROJECTED 


The Women of Atlanta Moving in the Mat 
ter—The Benevolent Home to Be Sold 
—~How the Proceeds Shall be Used. 


Benevolent Home closed its doors because there 
was no longer any available money with which 


to run it. 

Mrs. Tucker and Mrs. James, through their 
attorneys, Messrs. Abbott & Smith, filed a bill 
in the office of the clerk of the superior court, 
which bill alleged, among other things, that 
the complainants were among the original 
founders of the home, and were those who, n 
its early history, were most intimately associ- 
ated with it; that Dr. H. HW. Tucker and others 
were in possession of the property at the 
Waverly place, under some sort of authority, 
as trustees, and had been*managing it for some 
time past; that they had diverted it from its 
original and proper purpose. The complain- 
ants assert that they and their associates are 
the proprr custodians of the place, and they 
petition the court to appoint a receiver to take 
charge of the property. 

The board of managers, through their attor- 
nevs, Messrs. Milledge & Blalock and H. H. 
Tucker, Jr., have filed an answer, which is in 
the nature of a cross-bill. The respondents 
aver that the association was organized in 1874 
by a body of men and women, who wished to 
conduct this charitable institution for the ben- 
fit of the poor of the city; that, in 1877, a char- 
ter was granted, and in 1878 Captain John 
Milledge was president, and David Moyer was 
treasurer, and there wasa full board of man 
agers, composed of well known men and 
women; that the property was situated at 
Waverly place, and was bought and paid for, 
the purchase money being raised ina variety 
of ways—by fairs, suppers, concerts and other 
entertainments. All the purchase money, 
save $700, was collected; that the city council 
gave the residue; that in 1881 the management 
turned over the property to the present mana- 
gers; that in 1834, at a full meeting, called for 


the property, andto give the proceeds to a 
fund with which a new charity—a_ non-secta- 
rian city hospital—should be established ; that 
from 1881 to 1887 the home was supported by 
the city of Atlanta, and that finally it was 
closed for want of the necessary money with 
which to maintain it. 

The respondents now come into court and 
ask that Dr. H. H. Tucker be appointed re- 
ceiver and that the property be sold and the 
proceeds used to establish a city hospital,which 
shall forever be non-sectarian. 

The case will be tried by Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, the 28th of this month. 

Considerable interest is shown in the case, 
especially by that class of charitable women 
who realize the need of such an institution 
in Atlanta. They stand ready to do all 
they can to further the project. The 


buy an cligibly situated city lot and to build 
thereon a substantial and capacious building | 
which will be capable of housing all the de- | 
serving poor people of the city. Itis the pur- 
pose of the projectors of this enterprise to 
make the institution a credit to Atlanta. They 
design that it shall be in charge of a board of 
directors, composed of the representatives 
of _ all the denominations in the 
city. It shall not be sectarian 
in any sense. It is believed by those who are 
in charge of the matter, that the necessary 
money With which to buy the land and build 
the home will not be slow in coming, so soon 
as the enterprise takes definite shape. The

As soon as the court 
takes action and appoints a receiver, the prop- 
erty will be soldand the proceeds of such wal 
will form the nucleus of a fund which it is 
confideutly believed will increase rapidly until 
the required amount of money shall have been 
raised.

Mr, Julius Kauffman, a constable cf Chat- 
ham county, was summoned by telegraph and 
came to Atlanta day before yesterday.

rested her for stealing jewelry and diamonds 
belonging toaliady in Savannah. That he 
had searched the house to tind evidence 
of the erime of abortion, and, upon 
removing the bricks from the hearth in the 
room where she lived he discovered the skele- 
ton of a child. Later she consorted with a man 
who called himself Dr. LeDuc, and she passed 
herself off as Madame LeDuc. He expressed 


belief that Dr. Le Duc and Dr. Gardner were | 


the same person. 

This testimony of Kauffman’s was civen in 
aclear and business-like manner, which im- 
pressed favorably all persons in the courtroom. 

The defendant also introduced evidence to 
show that Gardner and Mary Hunt had con- 
spired to levy blackmail against reputable eit- 
izens, both white and colored, by threatening 
to prosecute them on scandalous charges. 

General Gartrell, the senior counsel for the 
plaintiff, was taken by surprise when Mr. 
Kauffman related the damaging facts touching 
Mrs. Gardner, and he confessed himself unable 
to meet them with any rebutting testimony. 
He admitted as much in his short address to 
the court. He said that he was surprised and 
would ask for a continuance of the case ou that 
ground. 

Judge Van Epps declined this request and 
said he saw no reason why the case should not 
go on 

Thererpen General Gartrell said he would 
dismiss the suit. The case was stricken from 
the docket, and Judge Van Epps entered judg- 
ment against the plaintiff for alrthe costs. 

Mrs. Gardner and Mary Hunt were crest- 
fallen when they heard the result. Their 
bright hopes of fortune were dissipated in a 
moment. 

Colonel Fry,*;ho conducted the case for the 
defendant, intimates that a charge of perjury 
may be brought against Mrs. Gardner. 

Dr. Smith was congratulated yesterday af- 
ternoon by dozens of his friends,none of whom 
ever had any ideathat he was guilty of the 
crime laid to his charge.
